Treasurer Kontz wears a happy smile, for 
his coffers are full and the shekels are com- 
Ing in, Yesterday the treasurer deposited 
with the trustees for the bondholders 25 per 
tent of the face of the bonds, and the trus- 
tees have given the two weeks’ notice re- 
quired before payment can be made. The 
first 25 per cent will be paid on November 
ith. By the middle of*November it is ex- 
pected that another 25 per cent installment 
will be in hand. The prospects are that 
‘the receipts will increase tenfold every day. 
Each day next week has a serics of special 
leatures. ~ 

During the last two weeks the increase 
m attendance has been-over 50 per cent. 

Left Their Work. 

‘che situation with the dissatisfied element 
yf laborers at the exposition, who left work 
because of a cut in wages, remained un- 
ghanged yesterday, except that the firemen 
were joined in their strike by the men em- 
ployed in the electrical department and the 
ight trimmers. 

Early yesterday morning the men gather- 
»d about the rear end of machinery hall 
and remained there in groups all day, mak- 
ing ugly threats and intimidating those who 
tame in to apply for work. 

Last night only two engines were run- 
aing because of the reduction of force—the 
angine supplying the lights on the Midway 
ind the Westinghouse, supplying the elec- 
ric fountain, the woman’s building and the 
‘ransportation hall. The grounds were al- 
most dark, as none of the arc lights on 
the pliza were lit. There are in all about 
thirty-five men who have stopped work. 
All of them declare that they will not re- 
jurn and defy the exposition company to 
jJecure the proper men at the reduced sal- 
ary. a 
There was a very decided inclination 
Bmong the men yesterday morning to do 
mischief. This was mollified in the after- 
goon, when they were summoned to the 
treasurer’s office, where they were paid off 
jn full. 

After this there was a better spirit shown, 
but the mén were still somewhat threaten- 
ing in their remarks. It was this that caus- 
ed ihe foreman last night to have all doors 
pf machinery hall barred. One of the 


strikers had threatene o cut the wires.” 
All entrance to the hall/ was, therefore, pro- 


hibited and policemen put on duty. 

At the session of the executive committee 
yesterday afternoon the question was cas- 
wally discussed and Mr. Harry Atkinson, 
who is at the head of the electrical depart- 
ment instructed to have new men employed.

This Is Japanese Day. 


Today the Japanese cantingent of the 
fair grounds will hold forth, and elaborate 
exercises have been prepared. Up to the 
opening of the exposition there were no 
local Japs. They have established them- 
pgelves, however, and this morning at 8 
o’clock when the parade will be given forty 
Japanese will be in the procession.

Invitations have been see 3 and the 0oc- 
casion will be unique in eve sense. 

At 8:30 the opening address of welcome 
will be given by Mr. Oshima. This will be 
followed by the Japanese national air, 
which will be sung by the whole troop, 
Stereopticon views of Japan will be shown 
by Mr. Otsuka. These have been elaborate- 
ly prepared and will show Japanese life and 
manners in every phase. 

Two comic dramas will be given in the 
Japanese village and all the students and 
artists on the grounds will participate. 
The first is known as “The Tea Housc.”’ 
The next drama will be “Pass Gate of 
Shimono Seki,”” where the Japanese war 
was concluded. The principle of this is 
original. Feats of jugglery and athletic fea- 
tures will be introduced. After this will 
come miscellaneous exercises showihe na- 
tive Japanese life. 

The day and exercises are put 'on in 
honor of the birthday of the emperor. The 
Mikado’s birthday is tomorrow, but because 
of the fact that it will be Sunday the 
Japanese have decided to put on the ex- 
ercises today. 

All of the Japs are deeply interested 
in the occasion, as they wish to show the 
people their habits and their life. 

“The people in this country have an 
idea,’’ said one of the most intelligent 
Japs yesterday,’’ that we are the same as 
the Chinese. They put us all together, 
and think that we have the same man- 
ners and that our habits are the same. 
They do not know that there is just as 
much difference between us as there is 
between Georgia people and those of South 


America or Mexico. I want them to know 


just what kind of people we are. I would 
like for all who have received invitations 
to come out tonight.” 

For Pennsylvania Day. 

Mr. Thomas J. Keenan, of tne Pennsyl- 
vania commissjon, who has been absent 
for several weeks, returned yesterday and 
is making preparations for Pennsylvania 
day, which has been set for November 
14th. On this occasion all of the state offi- 
cers will be present. The governor, with

The day has also been reserved for Pitts- 


_ burg and thousands of people of that city 


will be here. It is expected that Pennsyl- 
vania day will be about the most notable 
of the fair. This state makes a conspicu- 
ous show in many ways at the exposition. 
The state building is one of the costliest. 
Its doors are always open and it is visited 
not only on account of the fact that Liber- 
ty bell is placed on the front veranda, but 
because of the warm reception extended all 
by the commissioners. 

The state exhibit of birds and animals 
in the manufactures and liberal arts hall. 
is valued at $15,000. This alone is a splendid 
show. The work of Miss Garett in teaching 
the deaf is also of vast interest. Miss Garett 
is one of the lady commissioners. and is 
an ardent exposition worker. 

“I expect a large crowd from our state,”’ 
said Mr. Keenan yesterday. “All of the 
papers in my state have devoted much 
space to the exposition. The people there 
are interested in it, and I think they will 
be here by the thousands on the 13th.” 

Mexico’s Exhibit in Place, 

A week of arduous work and worry it 
has been with Mr. Gonzalez, the Mexican 
commissioner, but he has his exhibit in 
place at last and will open it to the public 
Monday morning. 

This exhibit comprises some of the most 
interesting objects on the. grounds. Next 
to the Aztec idols, which have never been 
out of the country before, the collection of 
stuffed birds is the most interesting fea- 
ture. This is the great industry among the 
Indians of that country. The birds are 
trapped in large quantities. The method 
of preservation is a secret with the Indians. 
It is acknowledged to be one of the most 
perfect krown. 

The birds are shipped over to European 
ports in crates, where they are mounted, 
dressed and used for decorative and milli- 
nery purposes, The exhibit of these birds 
from Mexico shows every known species 
there, The parrots, the-cockatoos, the star- 
lings and every other kind of tropical and 
forest birds there are shown, 

Of course the idols of the Aztecs, the 
relics of an almost pre-historic age, are of 
chief concern to those who visit the Mex- 
ican section. Thes& were never before ex- 
hibited from Mexico. They are taken from 
the national museum there and are highly 
valued. In quite attractive form Senor 
Gonzalez has shown the agricultural, the 
mineral and the mining resources of his 
country.

Secretary Lewis has issued to Home, 
Farm and Fancier, at poultry headquarters 
in the Georgia state building, official an- 
nouncenrent that the poultry and pet stock 
exhibition contemplated for December 5th 
to 12th has been abandoned.

A Lively Performance Given Near the 
Exposition Yesterday. 


THE ANIMAL WAS ENRAGED 


And Kept the Eight Matadors Dodg- 
ing—Clever Work of a Trained 
Bull Fighter.

Eight lithe Mexicans had great sport with 
a bull in the arena just outside of the ex- 
position grounds yesterday afternoon, The 
bull and the Mexicans furnished lots of 
amusement to an audience that had been 


manager of the troupe of bull fighters. 

It was not a bull fight, that is, it was not 
a fight to the finish; but it possessed all of 
the elements of thrilling interest that be- 
long to the sport. The fight was charac- 
terized by the excitement and danger that 
always attend contests of this kind. The 
only thing lacking was the slaughter of the 
bull. The animal was not: hurt. He was 
only maddened and teased. 

A huge arena has been erected near the 
Alcazar hotel and just outside the exposi- 
tion grounds. It was put up by the finan- 
cial backers of Dominguez, who has the 
troupe of bull fighters, fourteen in number, 


here. 
They have been waiting for an oppor- 


long while. At first great difficulty Was ex- 
perienced in securing the bulls. A verv 


vicious bull is needed for a bull fight and 
the kind of bull that is found grazing upon 
the hills of Georgia hasn’t temper enough 
to suit him for the fray. The right sort of 
article was at last found near St. Augus- 
tine. They were lassoed in the evergiades 
and brought here by the owner. He, a 
typical Floridian, Was an interested spec- 
tator at the fight yesterday. 

The fight was rreceded veaterdayv 
noon by an exhibition of lassoing, given 
by two Mexicans. Then occurred the grand 
parade of the bull fighters. ‘They encered, 
headed by Manuel Caballero, one of tha 
most distinguished of living bull fighters. 
Many times he has killed as many as six 
bulls in a single day. 
~Each fighter was supplied gith a mantle 
of deepest red. They were dressed in the 
fancy costumes of bull fighters and pre- 
sented a gala appearance us they marched 
jauntily about the sawdust-covered ring. 

The bull was turned in from a dark 
stable. He was a medium-sized animal, 
clean-limbed and strong. He had danger- 
ous looking horns and his nostrils quivered 
in an ominous fashion. He dashed into the 
ring in a promising manner. He gave a 
display of temper which at once reassured 
the doubtful ones who had feared there 
wouldn’t be much sport. 

The animal made a line for one of the 
fighters, who was in the middle of the ring. 
The fighter flaunted the red mantle in the 
face of the animal amd made a dash for the 
wooden screen. The bull went after him 
bellowing. He had just time*to hide him- 
self behind the wooden screen when the 
animal dashed against it with great force. 

In a minute the ring was full of gaily 
dressed fighters, challenging the bull with 
their crimson flags. Head down the animal 
made a mad dart toward them. He went 
tur Cabaiero. Cabalero deftly sprang 
aside and maddened the beast by throwing 
the flag in his face again. The animal 
turned quick as lightning and made for 
him again Cabalero flaunted the flag be- 
fore fhe mad beast’s eyes and lightly dart- 
ed. behind the screen. 

And so the fight kept up. It was exciting 
from start to finish. The mad bull was 
continually rushing about the- arena trv- 
ing desperately to gore the fighters. Sure- 
footed, agile and swift they always kept 
out of his way. 

The chosing scene between Cabalero and 
| the bull was very thrilling and the audience 
shouted wildly. With an imitation sword 
and a blood-red flag Cabalero went into 
the center of the ring. The anima! started 
at him with the fury of a lion. The fighter 
did not n. He leaped aside. The bull 
turned with a howl of anger and made at 
him again. Cabalero jumped aside again 
and the animal passed. The crowd howled. 
Wild with anger, the bull rushed about, 
trying to get at the agile fighter who 
evaded his murderous horns at every turn. 
After he had teased him to his heart’s 
content Cabalero bowed and miade a rush 
for the screen. 

Then two horsemen with lassoes galloped 
into the ring. The bull made for them and 
for a minute there was a lively race around 
the ring. The bull was lassoed by the 
horsemen and taken from the arena unhurt.

A LEGAL MIX UP 


Two Orders Signed Yesterday In the Gash 
Company Case. 


MR. HILL IN A QUANDARY 


A Receiver Appointed for a Lumber 
Company—Another Asked for by 
a Contractor. 


The sheriff’s office was in a mixed state 
of mind yesterday over the W. D. Gash 
Company troubles. 

Two orders, both signed by Judge Lump- 
kin and both bearing the same date, were 


_ presented to the sheriff yesterday. By some 


peculiar turn of circumstances the paper 
signed last was presented first and the 


one first signed followed. 
It seems that the Gash Company has 


given a mortgage of $4,500 to the Stearns 
Bicycle Company. This firm, through its 
attorney, applied yesterday for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver to take charge of the 
books and accounts of the Gash Company. 

When the paper was presented to Judge 
Lumpkin and the hearing had he signed 
an order directing the sheriff, who had 
charge of the store, to turn over to Mr. 
Hugene M. Mitchell, who was appointed 
receiver, the books and accounts of the 
firm.- This was the order signed first. 

Later in the day Mr. Walter R. Brown 
and others, acting for W. H. Cole & Son, 
presented to Judge. Lumpkin a Oill asking 
for the appointment of a receiver and for 
an order restraining the sheriff from turn- 
ing over to any one any part of the com- 
pany’s assets. The hearing as to the re- 
ceiver was set for November 9th and the 
restraining order granted. 

This last order was handed to Deputy 
Sheriff Hill and he acknowledged service. 
This he thought settled the matter, as it 
was specifically stated that the present 
status was not to be disturbed. 

Not very long after’ he received the first 
order Deputy Sheriff Hill was presented 


with the order directing him to turn-over.

A Delicate Operation Performed on One 
of Hagenbeck’s Lions: 


The Skull of the Beast Was Trepanned 
and the Pressure of the Bone on 
the Brain Relieved. 


The young lion of the MHagenbeck 
show that was so desperately wounded by 
a@ lioness last week was successfully operat- 
ed upon yesterday afternoon, and the de- 
pression of the skull was lifted from the 
brain of the animal. 

The operation was one that required not 
Only skill in the use of the knife, but 
nerve on the part of the surgeons who 
worked so dangerously near the gaping 
Jaws of the furious lion. 

In a room of the livery stable of Mr. 
Vandyke the lion was~placed, and while 
several strong men held the tortured beast, 
Drs. H. G. and W. E. Carnes performed 
the operation. In the room were present 
several newspaper men and others inter- 
ested in the unusual operation. ; 
The lion has been in a comatose condi- 
tion for several days, and suffered many 
convulsions during the time the skull was 
pressing against the brain. At times he 
was wild and would tear his flesh with his

This was the most 
dangerous part of the operation, for like an 
auger the instrument bores its Way through 
the bone. If any parts of the skull had 
fallen into the brain, which is exposed just 
as soon as the instrument pierces entirely 
through the skull, it would have meant 
certain death for the animal. 

When the trephine had reached the inside 
of the skull, the instrument was given a 
quick turn, which broke the thin inside 
covering, and the small particles were 
caught with a pair of strong faucets and 
pulled out in pieces. The opening into the 
skull was made an inch to the left of the 
depression. When the opening had been 
fiinished a small instrument wis inserted, 
The instrument is of peculiar shape and is 
curved at the end. Down through the skull 
the piece of steel was pressed and then 
turned directly under the depression. After 
this was done it was an easy mattcr to 
lift the bone from the brain, which gave 


insjant relief. The bone was restored to its | 


former position and then the incision wag 
sewn and the place dressed. 


He Will Recover. 


The operation performed yesterday was 
successful. 

As soon as the lion recovered from the 
effects of the drug he bounded loose from 
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as a child and could not be aroused from 
the restless sleep into which he had fallen. 
His keepers daily expected the lion to die, 
as the skull had been flattened out until 
more than a square inch of bone press- 
ed hard against the brain. 
One day last week the lion was savagely 
attacked by a lioness that occupied an ad- 
joining cage. The lion was eating his after- 
noon meal of beefsteak, when the lioness 
reared against the wooden partition sepa- 
rating the cages. The lioness threw her 
whole weight against the light partition, 
and with a crash the infuriated beast and 
partition fell into the cage occupied by the 
young lion who was eating. The: lioness 
was in a perfect rage and pounced upon 
the lion with all the fury that is pecullar 
to that class of animals. The lion was 
taken completely by surprise and was at 
a great disadvantage. As he turned with a 
growl to see what had caused the partition 
to fall, he was caught in the wide open 
mouth of:-the lioness and fearfully bitten. 
The lioness leaped up into the air and 
fell upon her prey. She caught his head 
in her mouth, and closed down upon it. 
The fangs penetrated the thick hide and 
the skull sank beneath the pressure. 

The attack on the lion was so sudden 


that the keepers and trainers hardly real- 
ized what had been done, until it was too 
late to prevent it. After the assault the 
lioness sprang against the bars of the cage 
and roared and bellowed in her fury. The 
wounded lion lay at her feet and screamed 
with agony. It was a wild scene and the 
trainers had difficulty in» getting the lion- 
é€ss quieted and back to her cage. 


His Skull Crushed In. 

The lion that had been the victim of the 
wrath of the lioness was found to be badly 
injured. He was bleeding in several places 
where the claws and teeth of the lioness 
had cut him. 

The lion was hardly able to stand and 
could ‘but stagger about the cage in a 
dazed way. In a few minutes after the 
attack he was seized with convulsions. His 
manner was pitiable, and he would writhe 
in agony, then, leaping up, would fall 
from weakness. His feet would be drawn 
close up to his body, and his tail lashed 
fearfully against the bars. As he writhed 
upon the floor he would claw at every- 
thing that came in reach, Catching the 
iron bars, he would almost wrench them 
from their places. His claws were com- 
pletely torn from the flesh on one foot, 
and he frothed at the mouth. 

It was apparent to the keepers that the 
animal would die, After the first day he 
became much quieter and could not be 
aroused from his comatose condition. His 
eyes lost their accystomed luster and were 
dreamy and glassy. Dr. Carnes, the vete- 
rinary surgeon, was called in and requested 
to make an examination of the lion and 
see if there was any possibility of his life 
being saved. Dr. Carnes thorougly exam- 
ined the wounds and found that his skull 
had been badly indented and that it was 
resting upon the brain. There was but one 
way in which death could be prevented and 
that was by trephining his skull and iifting 
the depressed bone and relieving the pres- 
sure. As a last resort this operation was 
decided upon. 

Thursday afternoon the lion was brought 
into the city and placed in a room in the 
livery stable of Bowden & Stewart. It was 
too late in the day to perform the operation 
and Dr. Carnes decided to wait until yes- 
terday morning. During the entire after- 
noon the lion was in convulsions and his 
suffering was great. He would toss back 
and forth and writhe on the floor, 


‘ Preparing for the Operation, 

Yesterday morning Drs. Carnes. began 
making ready for the operation. There was 
but one way in which the pressure could be 
relieved and that was by trephining the 
skull, inserting an instrument and prizing 
the skull bone back to its proper position. 

The lion was removed to a room on Hunr- 
ter street and placed on the table arranged 
for him. The animal was suffering intense- 
ly and was in a dangerously bad humor, 
Occasionally he would growl savagely and 
open his jaws and snap at those who were 
nearest him. 

A number of glistening instruments 
were taken from a leather case and placed 
on a chair. A pan of warm water was se- 
cured and sponges were at hand. A bottle 
of ether and chloroform was poured into 
a wad of cotton, and the cotton was placed 
under the nose of the lion. His feet were 
securely tied with ropes and he was held 
firmly upon the table by several strong 
men. When the first fumes of the ether 
were inhaled the lion made strenuous ef- 
forts to tear himself away. He roared and 
snorted and kicked with all his might, but 
he was held down upon the table. . For 
nearly thirty minutes the ether was held 
under h He resisted the sleep- 
compound but gradually fell into an 


| Sauy and peaceful sleep. His pain was allay-

the ropes that held him and leaped across 
the floor of the room. He was at first a 
little dazed from the effects of the chloro- 
form, but gradually regained his senses. 
Dr. Carnes stated after the operation that 
the lion would be perfectly well in a few 
Saye. as there was now no danger from the 
work. 

The lion is about two years old and was 
very valuable before he was injured. 


BUFFALO BILL OUT OF THE ARENA 


I net the major yesterday morning and 
the major shook hands in his usual affable 
manner and said: 

“Have you met Buffalo Bill since he 
came?’’ I answered that I bad not had the 
pleasure, and the major insisted that I go 
over with him to the private car and see 
Colonel Cody. The car stands on a_ side 
track up above the railroad tracks, and 
we had a rather long walk to get there. 

We found the man who has been more 
popular than any one man in this country 
during the last two years in his study. 
That sounds oddly, doesn’t it? Buffalo Bill 
in a study. There is a smashing of the 
idols of the gmall boy, but it is true, He 
was buried in a lot of correspondence re- 
lating to Cody City, Wy. Cody City is 
laid: out on a tract of 300,000 acres of land 
Colonel Cody is irrigating and making fer- 
tile in the Big Horn district of Wyoming. 
He intends to have a little domain of his 
own there some day and will build him a 
castle on the hill over the city, so he 
says. 

“That land out there,” said the colonel, 
after he had greeted us genially and put 
us at our ease,’’ is the most fertile land in 
the west when you put water on it. I have 
seven miles of my irrigating ditch built 
now.” 

“Seven miles!” I exclaimed. ‘How long 
is it to be?’’ 

“Weil, there will be fifteen miles and it 
will be 150 feet wide at the bottom.” (The 
colonel called it a ditch.) Then he relapsed 
into a reminiscent conversation with the 


» major. Experience after experience flowed 


from his tongue, and fluently, too. He told 
of the amusing episode in 1870, when he 
was elected ‘to the Nebraska legislature 
while he wag out on a scouting trip, and 
then he pointed with proper pride to the 
numerous commissions from governors of 
Nebraska giving him the right to the title 
of colonel, which it is sometimes wrong- 
ly supposed is a fancy thing. 

Buffalo Bill in private is a genial, broad 
minded and open hearted gentleman, with 
a good deal of native courtesy and a 
proper regard for the part he has played in 
the nation’s western progress. Although he 
has hob-nobbed with princes and poten- 
tates and wears a magnificent pair of cuff 
buttons in the shape of bison’s heads given 
by the Grand Duke Alexis, he has no great 
regard for the nobility. Any one of his old 


| commanders—and he has served under fif- 


teen—is of more value to him than all the 
nobilities of foreign countries. His regard 
for the army is immense. Any army officer 
is his friend, and any friend of an army 
officer can have from him just what the 
officer can. 

There is nothing of the cowboy about 
him, and, in fact, there never was, for he 
isn’t a cowboy and never has been. He is 
an army officer and the best type of the 
frontiersman. He rides just as well as he 
‘used to, but he objects a little to the mag- 
nificent horse that is almost a part of him- 
self, because he is so restive on a long 
parade. That horse, however, is a world- 
beater, and Colonel Cody is as proud of him 
as he is of the fact that he hag not 
missed but six performances in twenty-four 
years. 

In fact, the Buffalo Bill of the home is 
just as much of a figure as the Buffalo 
Bill of the plains, though he ig not now 
identified with the plains. He has a wonder- 
ful memory for army men, and without a 
moment's hesitation called out the names of 
half a dozen of the officers at McPherson 
barracks whom he has not seen in years. 
Still ruddy in complexion, erect and well 
preserved, though getting gray, Buffalo Bull 
promises to be the idol of the populace for 
years to come.

“T have not been to New York recently,” 
remarked Mr: Swann to The Constitution 
yesterday, “but I have been in communi- 
cation with my fellow commissioners from 
day to day, and I know that the board is 
working hard to make New York day all 
that it ought to be. I think we realize the 
importance of making great day of it in 


Atlanta. 

“The New York commissioners establish- 
ed headquarters at the Gilsey house, New 
York city, not long ago, and began an ac- 
tive campaign for the success of New 
York day at the Atlanta exposition. We 
have since that time been working studi- 
ously for the cause we had at acart, and 
I believe the papers have taken vp the 
fight now and will help us build up 4 sircng 
sentiment in favor of an ext-aordinary 
display here on the day set apart for us. 
“It is our hope to outdo Chicago end Il- 
linois. You know Chicago is iull of hust- 
ling people, and New York knows it. The 
folks from the Windy City ure going to 
swoop down with two or three regiments 
of soldiers and will bring a great num- 
ber of their leading and reprasentative ; 
citizens here. Well, Chicago is very anx- 
jous to catch from New York its friend- 
ly relations in trade and commerce with 
the south—these relations which have ex- 
isted so long, and we don’t intend to al- 
low them to do it if we can help it. New 
York is naturally the place for tlie seuth’s 
connection, for it is the outlet to, foreign 
ports from this country as well as the 
inlet. We believe that it is to the inter- 
est of the southern people to hold fast 
to their relations of trade with the east. 
New York appreciates it, and New York 
is going to give a demonstration of that 
fact when she comes down to mingle with 
the southern people at the exposition. 

“We hope to bring governor Merton and 
Mrs. Morton, who is one of the board of 
state commissioners, and it is our aim to 
have Mayor Strong and a crack New York 
regiment of soldiers come along, too, thus 
giving the programme a color of brilliancy 
and pomp. We have sent invitations to 
all the mayors of the leading cities of 
New York state and have received replies 
from several of them stating they will 
join the party and come south to cele- 
brate New York day at the fair. 

“The mayor of Brooklyn is coming, ac- 
cording to his promise, and others of the 
state’s dignitaries will be here to partici- 
pate. We have invited all of the German 
singing clubs of New York to come down, 
and we think we will have a chorus of 
many hundred voices to join in the merry- 
making of our special day. 

‘“‘New York day is the 25th of November, 
which is known inthat city as Evacuation 
day, it being the anniversary of the day 
that the British evacuated New York. This 
carries with it some sentiment, and I am 
sure will help us to bring out a great 
crowd, it being a sort of holiday in New 
York each year. 

“T have not been in the city of New 
York for two weeks, having been in Geor- 
gia and East Tennessee attending to some 
private business all the while, but, accord- 
ing to my advices from the commission, I 
understand that nothing has been left un- 
done that might have been done to ac- 
complish the successful culmination of our 
ambitions, our hopes and our plans. 

“T shall leave withif a few days and will 
return to New York with new life and in- 
terest in the work, for I have seen enough 
on this trip and during my days of work 
at the state building to assure me that the 
significance of the exposition is sufficient 
to warrant New York’s best effort, and I 
shall put every energy at work for the suc- 
cess of New York’s day at the fair.”

Mayor King has more than once shown 
the members of the general council that he 
did not Intend to’ @gress from what he 
considered. the argument between the 
prohibs and the antis, and when the last 
ordinance went through the council for 
the extension of hours for the saloons to 
keep open, he quietly and pleasantly sent 
it back with a smiling denial of anything 
like an extension of time. The members 
of the general council in the past have 
found the decrees of the mayor good and 
have not combated it except by the sub- 
sequent fights they have made in the way 
of another ordinance to secure the passage 
‘of the same law in some new shape. 

But the members of the general council 
have never attempted to. override the 
mayor’s veto, and something like that may 
come at the next meeting of the general 
council. It is saftd openly that during the 
session of the general council Monday a 
paper will be presented overriding the veto 
of the mayor, but when it is sought to 
locate that paper no one can give any in- 
formation touching its location, It is al- 
gnost certain, however, that a paper 
touching the veto will be handed in and it 
is almost as certain, if not more so, that it 
will not pass the council. 

In other words, the veto will not be over- 
ridden, and it will not be on account of 
the fact that two more votes than can 
possibly be polled will be needed.

Hon. Muses Wright, of Floyd, introduced 
a bill to prohibit the insurance of babies 
and minors under twelve years old. 

This bill if passed will greatly affect 
the business.of a large number of insurance 
companies in the state whose largest 
amount of business is insuring little chil- 
dren. Writing insurance policies on the 
lives of children is the special feature of 
thany companies. If the bill is passed it 
will certainly stop a policy which has for 
a long time been condemned by people 
ail over the country. 

To Examine Dentists. 

Another important bill was introduced by 
bir. Broyles, of Fulton. It was _§ intro- 
duced at the request of the State Dental 
Society. The caption of the bill reads: 

“A bill to be entitled an act to establish

Under this bill it shall be required of all 
practicing dentists in the state to have a 
license issued by said board of examiners. 
The failure of a practicing dentist to 
have a license will bé a misdemeanor and 


“punishable as prescribed in section 4310 of 


the code. 

There are to be five members of the 
board of examiners and they are to be ap- 
pointed by the governor upon the recom- 
mendation of the State Dental Society at 
its regular annual meeting. Each member 
must be a reputabld practicing dentist, 
They areto examine all applicants, grant 
and revoke licenses; to examine and recog-. 
nize licenses from dentistry boards of 
other states, etc. From each applicant they 
are to collect $15. Their pay will be $5 for 
each day they are occupied in their work. 


. No Addition to Committees. 

The report of the committee on rules on 
the resolution of Mr. Battle, of Muscogee, 
to the effect that no other names should be 
added to the house committees, introduced 
yesterday, was submitted.

HE IS HOME AGAIN. 


After Many Years of Absence Colonel 
Pulliam Comes Back to Atlanta. 

One of the old time citizens of Atlanta, 
a gentleman who lived here many years 
and who was then one of the leading citi- 
zens and for whom one of the prettiest 
residence streets has been named, is row 
in Atlanta shaking hands with the friends 
he left behind when he went away. 

During the days when Atlanta had a 
Washington inn, Colonel Albert Pulliam 
was one of the prominent men. He was 
proprietor of the hotel which stood where 
the Markham now is. 

In the fifties, when Atlanta was yet in 
the shortest of short dresses and few 
thought a great city would grow upon the 
ground then occupied by huts and mills, 
one of thé noted places of the town was 
the Washington inn. It was the pleasant- 
est and most delightful hostelry between 
Richmond on the north and Montgomery 
on the south. Happy were the travelers 
when they knew that the Washingtun inn 
at Atlanta was to be a resting place from 
the long stage ride. The Washington inn 
was run by Loyd and Pulliam, Both M. 
Loyd, the father of ex-Marshal Loyd, and 
Mr. Pulliam were then among the leading 
citizens of Atlanta. Both gentlemen ‘were 
progressive and many of. the. progressive 
movements of those days were the result 
of their hard work for the city. 

Some time in 1857 Colonel Pulliam left 
the city and went to Richmond, Va., where 
hé has since lived. Many of his old friends 
and acquaintances had about forgotten 
him when he turned up In Atlanta yester- 
day with the pleasant, happy smile he 
wore years ago. 

It did not take his old friends long to 
find the colonel and before the evening 
was over he was having a happy time 
with them, The colonel looks but a few 
days older than when he went away from 
Atlanta. 

One of the pleasantest events of Colonel 
Pulliam’s life was a walk he took yester- 
day afternoon with a few of his old time 
friends. The walk was over Pulliam street, 
a stréet named for him and upon* which 
are some of the prettiest and most pictur- 
esque cottages of Atlanta. It was his first 
view of the street named for him, and 
when he returned to the hotel he remarked: 

“I am glad that I did not take the car- 
riage over that line as I could not have 
seen one-half I saw. That street is now 
one of the prettiest I could want to see. 
In fact I could not have made it a better 
one if I had had the making. I have been 
away from Atlanta for years and while I 
have heard of the growth of the city I 
say that I was surprised at what I have 
seen. Atlanta always promised to be a 
good town, but I never had any idea that 
it would show itself to be what it is.”’ 

Colonel Pulliam will remain in‘ the city 
several days and it is useless to say that 
every minute of his time will be most de- 
lightfully taken by his old friends.

Senator Whitley Believes That Some Con- 
victs Deserve To Breathe That. 


PROPOSES AN INVESTIGATION 


A Joint Resolution Which Has At- 
tracted Much Attention—More Ap- 
pointments Sent to the Senate. 


—s 


The possibility of there-being in the 
penttentlary a number of men who should 
in equity and justice be now breathing the 
air of fréedom has inspired Senator Whit- 
ley in an effort to get at the real facts 
with a view to securing pardons for such 
as unquestionably deserve them. 

The senator from Douglas introduced a 
resolution yesterday morning the purpose 
of which is to have an investigation made 
by a joint committee of the legislature, 
whose duty it shall be to make report to 
the governor, furnishing him with the 
necessary facts for his official action upon 
prayers for clemency. 

“Tl have heard it said and often said,” 
was the way, Senator Whitley put it, 
“that there are many men in the peni- 
tentiary sent there on long-time sentences 
for trivial offenses—men who ought to be 
free because they have long since suffered 
a sufficient punishment for the crimes 
committed. There was a time when the 
sentences of Georgia judges in trivial 
cases were unusually severe. This was 
doubtless necessary on account of the pe- 
culilar conditions, and nobody, of course, 
criticised the official action of the judges 
in these matters. But the time has come 
when all such cases should be investigated. 
If, as Il have been told, there are men 
who have worn out their lives in the peni- 
tentiary for some comparatively small 
offense and who are now without friends 
and witnout anybody to plead their causes, 
it is the duty of the state to see that mercy 
is aceorded them. That is the object of 
my resolution. I think the’ wording of 
it explains its purpose.” \ 

The resolution in full is as follows: 

“Whereas, There are now confined in 
the penitentiary of Georgia persons an Iin- 
quiry into the length of whose sentences 
is important; and 

“Whereas, such an inquiry when proper- 
ly eonducted will. probably lead to the 
discovery of quite a number of cases 
which are ,proper subjects for executive 
clemency; and 

“Whereas, the best method of making 
such an inquiry is through a legislative 
committee; and 

‘“‘Whereas, in order.to accomplish this 
purpose it is necessary to prolong the ac- 
tion of said committeé beyond the present 
session of the general assembly; therefore 
be it 

“Resulved, by the senate, the house con- 
curring, That there shall be a joint com- 
mittee of two from the senate and three 
from the house, to be appointed by the 
president of the senate and the speaker 
of the. house respectively, whose duty it 
shall be to make a thorough investigation 
into the records of the penitentiary of this 
State, noting cases:'witere, from length of 
service, from the character of the offense, 
age of convict or other circumstances, 
there may exist reasons for executive 
clemency; that the said committee shall 
report the result of this investigation to 
the governor of the state with such sug- 
gestions and recommendations ‘as they 
may deem appropriate and propér in each 
particular case. They shall carefully in- 
quire into cases where their attention shall 
be especially directed to them by any 
person having an interest in the weHare 
of the convict. They are authorized to 
send for persons and papers, and to hold 
Sittings, subject to the eall of the chair- 
man, and to use any and all proper and 
available methods of arriving at a just 
estimate of each particular case which 
they may take up, or to which their at- 
tention may be directed. 

‘Be it further resolved, That the said 
committee shall have power to sit after 
the expiration of the present session, and 
at such. times intervening between now 
and the next legislature of this state as 
may be deemed advisable by the commit- 
tee. The peates of such sittings to be 
determined by the committee. 

“Be it further resolved, That the mem- 
bers of said committee shall be paid the 
usual per diem as members of the legisla- 
ture and their expenses, the vouchers of 
the same to be made out and certified in 
the usual manner of accounts of members 
of the legislature.” 

It was referred to the committee on pen- 
itentiary, of which Senator Sanford is the 
chairmen, and it is highly probable that 
some definite steps on this line will be 
taken. 


More Judges and Solicitors. 


The governor sent six appointments to 
the legislature yesterday, but there was 
ro railroad commissioner on the list. As 
the senate adjourned over until Monday 
the appointment cannot be made until 
then. It is the general belief that the 
suspense will then be settled and that 
not only this appointment but several] 
others will be made. It is possible that 
among these will be a judge and solicitor 
of the city court of Atlanta, though this 
is, of course, not certain.

That bridge over the Western and Atlan- 
tic, the Southern and the Seaboard Air-Line 
tracks on Jones avenue will be commenced 
this year. 

The bridge committee of the general coun- 
cil, Mr. Bell, chairman, yesterday com- 
pleted a report which will be handed to 
the general council relative to the matter, 
and if the general council accepts that re- 
port work on the bridge will be commenced 


at once. 

The report was perfected yesterday after 
the members of the committee, Mr. Bell, 
Mr. Welch of the second, and Mr. Welch of 
the fifth, had considered the advices and 
information which had been brought before 
the committee at the last meeting, when 
the Southern, representing all of the track- 
age under the bridge except that controlled 
by the Western and Atlantic, and the latter 
ro@i were present. 

At that meeting of the committee Mr. 
Thomas, of the Louisville and Nashville 
systam, was present to represent that line 
as thie lessees of the Western and Atiantic, 
while Mr. Baldwin was on hand to look 
after the interests of the Southern. Mr. 
Bell, as chairman of the committee, pro- 
duced the papers showing that when the 
bridge across the chasm, which had been 
there for years, was increased in length 
it was with the undefstanding that when a 
new bridge had to ‘be built the expense 
would be borne by the city and the rail- 
roads, the city paying one-third of the 
amount. The paper was carefully investi- 
gated, as it had. been before by the at- 
torneys of the road, and the legality was in 
no way questioned. 

The representatives of both of the railway 
systems present did not hesitate to ac- 
knowledge the responsibility of the two sys- 
tems for the part of the debt the new bridge 
made and in the report two-thirds of the 
cost will be charged up to those roads. 

The city has the right to exact from 
the street car companies a tax for passing 
over the bridge, and as the Consolidated 
and the Chattahoochee river lines have. 
been using the bridge for years—ever since 
the lines were constructed—the bridge com- 
mittee called upon the two companies to 
attend the meeting and take part in the 
work of assessment for the new bridge. 

Mr. Bell’s report will show that Mr. Hurt 
not only falled to be present, but that he 
sent a letter to the chairman of the com- 
mittee in which he indicated that the Con- 
solidated was in no way pound for any 
part of the new bridge and that rather than 
pay for any part of it the Consolidated 
would abandon the use of the bridge for its 
lines. 

The Chattahoochee river line is now in 
the hands of the United States court and of 
course nothing could be heard from it. 

Mr. Bell said: “It is simply a question 
as to when the work will be commenced. 
That the bridge will be built there is not 
the slightest doubt. The Louisville and 
Nashville system and the Southern system, 
both of which were represented at the 
meeting, announced that they were ready 
to help and that each would bear one-third 
of the bill. The bridge will cost something 
like $15,000 and the two railroad systems will 
pay two-thirds. That leaves the city $5,000 
to pay. The city can easily put out that 
amount of money and then if the two 
street car companies which are now using 
the bridge don’t want it they need not use 
it and the city can pay that $6,000. If the 
street car companies make up their mind 
that they want to use the bridge they can 
come in qn pay for it and use it.”’ 

If the %emeral council approves the re- 
port of the bridge committee the board of 
aldermen will be asked to pass upon it at 
the same session. Then the mayor will, 
more than likely sign it at once and the 
bridge committee will at once advertise for 
bids for the work.
